FIRE DESTROYS 
1,000 HOUSES IN 


$12,500,000. 


TOKIO, March 27.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]—The whole city of Tokio 
was imperiled last night by the great- 
est fire with which it has been visited 
in a decade. 
The conflagration destroyed a thou- 
sand houses in the Yotsuya district, in 
the northwestern part of the city, in- 
volving a loss estimated at 25,000,000 
yen (normally about $12,500,000). 
Thousands of persons were made 
homeless, and 133 persons were in- 
jured. The burned buildings included 
three hospitals, a bank and several 
large business houses. — 

Population in Panic. 
For four hours during the night a 
violent, biting wind drove the flames 
in the direction of the heart of the 
city, causing a panic among the popu- 
lation over a wide area. Four thousand 
troops aided the firemen in combating 
the blaze, but it was only when. the 
force of the wind let down notably that 
their efforts to control the fire were re- 
warded with success. 
Scenes of terror were witnessed in 
many sections as the course of the 
flames threatened wide destruction. 
The streets were choked with masses 
of despairing refugees from the dis- 
tricts already stricken, accompanied by 
carts joaded with furniture, the confu- 
sion ‘being added to by the flocking in 
of sightseers from other sections. 


Babes Strapped to Fugitives. 
Many of the half-frozen fugitives 
fleeing from the flames bore infants 
strapped to their backs. The mounted 
police had great difficulty in restraining 
incipient panics. 

As a measure of relief the Imperial 
Gardens were opened to the sufferers. 
‘The fire burned so fiercely and with 
such intense brightness that the skies 
were illuminated by a fiery halo which 
was visible for hundreds of miles as it 
hung over the city. 

The diet, which was in session when 
the blaze started, adjourned when its 
threatening nature was reported.

Paroled to O'Connor.

Hughes Backs the Chief. 

Chief of Detectives Michael Hughes 
delved into his “ Blue Book ” last night 
and found plenty of material to back 
up the suggestions of Chief Fitamor- 
ris that there is room for reform in 
the parole and writ situation. 

“Ip Cook county,” he said, “ there 
are 210 out on parole and writs from 
Joliet and Pontiac. Among these are 
some of the most desperate criminals 
in the country. We are certain there 
are others, for other states often put 
paroled men on the train for Chicago 
and fail to notify us. California is the 
only state that does notify us when a 
man is paroled here. There are three 
from that state here now. 

“ We are handicapped greatiy by the 
failure of the offer states to report. 
We know where these men are that 
ane listed here. We have arrested 
them and they are under suspicion for 
many crimes. But what can we d> 
with them? 

“The fellows get out on writs by 
paying some lawyer $500 or $1,000 and 
that covers the bond. They are free to 
walk the streets and they must rob 
to live. Sometimes it is two or three 
years before their cases come up on 
appeal. Sometimes they are not called 
at all. It is the same as if they had 
never been convicted.”

Eisleben District Is Free 


of Rioting.

HALLE, Saxony, March 27.—The 
Eisieben district, the Ireland of Ger- 
many, is practically all in the hands 
of the police, who have been reinforced 
by detachments from Dusseldorf and 


Hanover. The reichswehr.artillery ad- 


vanced southward Saturday from Hett- 
stedt, meeting no Red resistance. 
Tle communists abandoned their po- 
sitions and machine guns as soon as the 
artillery fire opened.

the railroad station and many houses.

Police Force Nervous.

Blinds must be put 
up at 6 p. m. 

I was arrested for copying a text 
of the proclamation but was immedi- 
ately released by the commanding of- 
ficer, who apologized for his wornout 
men who are facing a hostile popu- 
Jation.

AS TO YAP. 


The Japanese communique en Yap is an inter- 
esting but not very satisfactory document. We 
are told that “in consonance with the spirit of 
the mandate.” “no military or naval base will be 
established there. We are reminded that its area 
is less than Rhode Island or Guam, and its harbor 
small; finally that it-has no natural produce, and, 
“except for its cabie facilities, is a worthless piece 
of barren soil in mid-ocean.” ‘ 

Nowhere except in the diplomacy of Nippon 
would a gem like that “except for its cable facili. 
ties” appear. None but the Japanese government 
would slip the whole gist of an international. con- 
troversy into a modest except. Gibraltar is a small 
promontory without produce, and except for its 
strategic position is a barren rock obtruding its 
unproductive bulk between the Atlantic and 
Mediterranean. Helgoland is a small island with- 
out produce, and except that it is a valuable base 
for warlike operations, is a barren rock in the 
North sea. England does not hold Gibraltar for 
its scenic value, nor did Germany hold Helgoland’ 
for garden truck. 

The communique asserts that by the mandate 
to the islands in the South Pacific, Japan has no 
more staked a sea area of 4,000,000 square miles 
than the United States has obtained control of the 
Atlantic by taking the Virgin islands. __ 

One look at the map disposes of that statement, 
but, returning to Yap, it is sufficient to remind 
Tokio that our interest in Yap is based on the 
cable facilities which the communique puts 80 
lightly aside. Yap, we know, is barren soil and lit- 
tle of it. We are not after more territory, pro- 
| ductive or non-productive. But small and barren 
as Yap is, it is important enough to call forth an 
assertion by the Japanese government that Ja 
will keep it. 

The communique is, as we have said, an interest- 
ing utterance throwing further light on the re- 
peated claims of Japanese diplomacy to candor 
and straightforwardness. The whole Yap episode 
is @ sorry example of Wilson’s neglect of American 
| interests at Paris and of the unscrupulous acumen

OLD REMEDY I§ UPHELD. | 

N recent years chenopodium or wortn- 

seed has almost supplanted thymol in 

the treatment of hookworm. The worm 

medicines of our fathers owed their 
efficacy to the preparations made from 
wormseed, a widely distributed weed. 
Drs. Darling and Smillie, writing in the 
Journal of the American Medical Aasso- 
ciation, give their experience as to the 
best method of administering. They give 
three-quarters of a cubic centimeter, 
about eleven grains, at a dose. This is 
given in a fresh, hard geMtin capsule. 
Two hours later the dose is repeated. 
Ten days later double the dose is given. 
The dose for children was proportionate 
to age or weight. 


Following this plan it was found that 
in a long series of cases 97 per cent of 
the hookworms were removed. The be- 
lief is common that a purgative should 
be given before the worm medicine is 
given. This point was carefully observed 
and checked. The conclusion arrived at 
was that this preliminary purging did 
not increage the effectiveness of the 
treatment. In fact it somewhat de- 
creased it. 

A second belief which they investigated 
is the general opinion that chenopodium 
is more effective if taken after several 
hours of fasting. They conclude that 


ing the efficacy of the medicine, actually 
lessens it. When given after a twelve to 
twenty-four period of fasting the medi- 
cine poisons the patient, and so much of 
it as the patient’s system, uses up the 
worms do not get. 

The third inquiry related to the advisa- 
bility of eating a light meal at the same 
time the medicine was taken, say a cup 
of milk or coffee and a little bread. The 
investigators found that doing this de- 
creased the efficacy of the medicine about 
one-half.
